It's  the  same  from  Eastport  to  Block 
Island.  Your're  from  New  England  and 
No.  8  means  only  one  thing,  one 
person — Carl  Yastrzemski. 

"He's  the  man  they  call  Yaz,"  is  the  line 
sung  in  "The  Impossible  Dream,"  an 
album  recapping  the  1967  Red  Sox 
season.  It  was  that  year  Yaz  hit  .326, 

44  home  runs  and  121  RBI  to  lead  a 
team  that  finished  10th  in  1966  to  an 
American  League  pennant. 

It  was  more  than  a  dream.  It  was  magic. 
It  had  been  21  years  since  the  Red  Sox 
had  been  in  the  World  Series  and  the 
"Cardiac  Kids"  were  the  lead  sports 
story  in  every  New  England  paper  and 
many  Sunday  morning  sermons. 
Column  inches  and  prayers  were 
devoted  to  this  man,  Yaz. 

The  picture  on  this  page  shows  Yaz 
ready  to  turn  first  base  in  one  of  the  '67 
World  Series  games  at  Fenway  Park 
with  the  St.  Louis  Cardinals.  His  look  is 
more  than  aggressive,  it  is  ferocious. 

He  did  more  than  play  baseball  that 
summer,  he  attacked  it. 


The  following  two  pages  show  glimpses  of  that  season  and 
Yaz's  career,  starting  with  a  head-and-shoulders  shot  of  him 
while  with  Raleigh  in  1959.  The  top  color  photo  on  the 
lefthand  page  shows  him  meeting  teammates  in  the  dugout 
during  the  '67  World  Series. 

Three  years  later,  in  the  picture  to  the  bottom  left  Yaz  is 
greeted  by  Luis  Aparicio,  Reggie  Smith  and  Tony  Conigliaro 
after  a  homer.  The  bottom  right  color  photo  shows  Yaz's 
powerful  swing  in  the  September  sunlight  of  '67.  He  and  Ted 
Williams  discuss  hitting  in  the  Red  Sox  clubhouse  in  the 
picture  above  that. 

On  the  righthand  page,  Yaz's  face  isn't  quite  so  powerful  as 
he  heads  to  first  base  in  the  1975  World  Series  against  the 
Cincinnati  Reds.  The  picture  below  that  shows  Yaz  in  earlier 
days  with  centerfielder  Gary  Geiger  and  rightfielder  Jackie 
Jensen. 


Yaz  stands  outside  the  Red  Sox  dugout  in  the  picture  to  the 
right.  A  towel  helps  dry  the  perspiration  from  a  World  Series 
win  over  the  Reds.  Below  that  is  Yaz  with  the  late  Tom 
Yawkey,  owner  of  the  Sox  for  some  40  years  and  close  friend 
of  Yaz. 


Finally,  the  last  page  shows  Yaz  leaving  the  field  last 
year.  The  '76  season,  a  disappointment  for  many,  was  a 
strong  one  for  Yaz.  He  belted  21  home  runs  and  hit  102  RBI 
in  the  summer  he  turned  37. 

There  are  two  goals  left  for  Yaz.  He  has  played  in  two  VVorld 
Series,  both  4-3  losses.  He  would  like  to  vvear  a  World 
Championship  ring.  And,  of  course, is  the  Ha'll ’of  Fame. 
He  leads  all  active  players  in  doubles,  walks  and  extra  base 
hits.  He  is  second  in  games,  and  easily  could  take  over  first 
this  year  in  RBI  and  total  bases.  He  is  among  the  top  five  in  at 
bats,  runs,  hits  and  home  runs. 

So  the  records  keep  tumbling  and  with  each  accomplishment 
Yaz  moves  closer  to  the  doors  at  Cooperstown.  Each  at  t  ' 
each  base  hit,  each  run  moves  him  that  much
